It is not shown that she 
was out of employment as she haa 
been running a rooming house on 
Kinistino avenue. It was clearly 
shown,” continued the Judge, “That 
she was a person of undesirable 
character, but that ts not the point 
in this case. The question 1s, ts sne 
a& vagrant? Seems the facts here 
would not justify a conviction, 
Therefore the appeal is allowed.”

lclared James Stewart, prominent 
lerain exporter and former chairman 
jot the federal wheat board, before 
jthe Royal Grain Inquiry Commisr- 
jsion here this afternoon. Ile de- 


clared that the farmer's Interest was 
in the present system of delivering 
to the foreign buyers merely the 
legal sample requirements, “This 
was all they paid for; all they ex- 
pected, and to get anything better 
would be doing the Ganadian trade 
no good," Mr. Stewart said, adding: 

“You would merely have another 
regulation to hang around the farm- 
er's neck to interfere with his trad- 
ing. The less a farmer is treated as 
ia minor by legislation, the better it 
will be for him.” 

Further defending the practice of 
the mixing houses, Mr. Stewart de- 
finitely asserted that “If we elimin- 
ate as buyers all the mixing houses 
there would remain only domestic 
millers, exporters and the old coun- 
try agencies,” 

Isanc Pitblado, K. C., representing 
the Winnipeg Grain Exchange, sub- 
mitted returns from private term- 
inal companies, showing that elghty- 


five percent of the grain. they 
handled came to therm from their 
own line of. country elevators, and 


did not constitute, but to a small de- 
gree, diverted cars from farmers, 


These opinions were to counteract 
the report that the mixing houses 
were skimming the average of the 


crop by diverting cars of the super- 
jor grain and, therefore, keeping 
down the average in the public term- 
{nals,
